C. P. Hosmer, a Belle Plaine, Ia., stove 
dealer, calls our attention to the follow- 
ing editorial in the October 12th issue of 
the Twentieth Century Farmer: 

“It is undoubtedly only a question of time before the 
parcels post system will be inaugurated throughout the coun- 
try. The demand is becoming so general that the postal de- 
partment cannot long withstand it, but it should be remem- 
bered that reforms or innovations of that character always 
come slowly. The system of rural free delivery has only been 
in use a short time and that has proven so successful and 
beneficial to all concerned that it is only another step to in- 
augurate the parcels post. It is very evident, moreover, that 
the general policy of the department is to adopt measures 
which bring the country and city into closer communion. 
The business interests of the cities demand this and so do 
the people of the country. 

“At the present time there is under consideration a 
measure for doing away with stamps on circulars. The prac- 
tice has become so common of sending circulars through the 
mails that the Postoffice Department has found the stamp 
system too slow and too expensive a method. The plan now 
is to send them by weight, so that a house sending out a 
number of circulars can take them to the postoffice and have 
them weighed in much the same way as newspapers, only 
the rate of postage will be higher. 

“If this method is put into practice it will undoubtedly 
result: in greatly increasing the number of circulars used. 
Farmers sometimes feel that they are burdened to some ex- 
tent by advertising matter of this character and yet it is a 
great convenience. Business houses are not going to spend 
thousands of dollars in sending out catalogues and circulars 
unless they have something to offer which is of interest to 
those who are to receive them. It takes but a minute to 
examine them, and by doing so a trip to the city may be saved 
or new ideas obtained. The practice of buving through mail 
order houses is becoming more common every year and with 
the establishment of a parcels post the big city stores will, as 
it were, be brought to the farmer’s door.” 


We wish to say that it is our firm belief that the 
advantages the farmer derives from the technical in- 
formation in the more carefully edited agricultural 
papers is more than offset by their insidious under- 
mining of the small town through persistent mail or- 
der preachments. 


Town and 
Country. 
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A davorite-hobby of these papers is that of toadying 
to the farmer as the one independent man in our mod- 
ern cofmercial system, the one man who can do as 
he eternally. pleases without anyone being able to stop 
bim. 

We admit that the agriculturalist who is willing to 
revert to primitive conditions, eat his own hogs, ap- 
ples and turnips, live in a poorly furnished house, 
wear homespun clothing and use old-fashioned tools 
is nearer independence than the rest of us. 

But the American farmer is not satisfied with such 
conditions. He is in business to make money and to 
get his share of the comforts of life, and he is getting 
The the American 
farmer, which no one from mercenary or other reasons 
in our opinion, 


them, too. present status of 
desires to see on a lower plane, is, 
possible only when he does farming on a colossal 
scale or else when he is in close juxtaposition to a de- 
sirable market. 

The man with a 90,000-acre wheat field or 10,000 
cattle or 100,000 sheep, the wholesale farmer, can 
make money, home market or no home market, but 
the millions of farmers to whom the margin between 
decent profits and a bare livelihood rests on creamery, 
egg, “garden sass” and other sales that are only pos- 
sible in an easily reached market are dependent on a 
home market. 

They are not big enough toads in the puddle to 
establish markets—that takes plenty of capital and 
rate ability, but they should at least see that it is to 
their interests to delicately nurse the home markets 
that are at present established in their vicinity. 

Under the misguided leadership of farm papers, the 
farmer in many places is doing his best to drive away 
this market at his doors. He buys his $150 machine 
in Chicago and his $1.50 repairs in Farmtown. He 
sends his cash to Chicago for a $35.00 steel range and 
then expects the Farmtown dealer to give him six 
months credit on a 35c poker to go with the steei 
range. 

Farmers are decent people and they would in time 
become ashamed of this injustice to their home mer- 
chants if they were not given false ideas of their own 
interests by the guff they read in farm journals, of 
which the specimen submitted. by Mr. Hosmer is a 
fair sample. 

“The demand for a parcels post system is becoming 
so general that the postal department cannot long 
withstand it.” 

Substitute “attack on” for “demand for’’ and you 
will come nearer the mark. Advocates of the parcels 
post offer various inducements to these farm papers 
to run these puffs and too many farmers allow these 
organs, not only to tell them how to keep lice from 
poultry or when to plant onions, but also to do their 
thinking on economic questions of importance. A 
farmers’ paper that had the real interest of the farmer 
at heart would simply tell him, “A bill that will hurt 
the best outlet for your goods must hurt you.” 

“Measures which bring the country and city into 
closer commumion.” 

Thus -is. “apt alliteration’s artful aid” brought into 
usein order to lull the bucolic mind to rest with se- 
ductive sophistry. Look at this phrase, which is a 


, 
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hackneyed favorite with all mail-orderdom, squarely 
and critically and is it not a plea to the farmer to 
ignore his home market always except for selling pur- 
poses you know, and by one leap do business in the 
great centers? 

In honeyed words farmers’ organs speak of this 
“closer communication,” but it:'should be borne in mind 
by dear Mr. Farmer that the “closer the communion” 
between flea and dog the pleasanter it is for the 
flea and the unpleasanter it is for the dog—there is no 
reciprocity about the matter—neither is there any reci- 
procity—any quid pro quo—any taking it partly out 
in trade—any tickle me and I'll tickle you—when the 
Kansas farmer, egged on by the farmers’ paper, does 
his buying from the Chicago catalogue house, rather 
than the Farmtown, Kan., merchants. 

The true function of the farm paper to our notion 
should be to drill into the minds of their subscribers 
that charity was not the only thing that began at home 
—that far-sighted business policy dictated that pur- 
chasing goods also should begin there. 











WE TAKE off our hat to the Dry Goods 
Economist for the skill with which it 
pertinaciously upholds an untenable prop- 
osition. In a recent editorial on fire 
insurance rates it makes the following statements: 


Insurance. 


“We must frankly say at the outset that when all things 
are considered, merchants, we think, are usually mistaken in 
regarding insurance rates as excessive. Undoubtedly insur- 
ance forms an important item of expense and it does seem 
hard to keep on paying insurance year after year without 
receiving anything in return. But merchants should be rea- 
sonable in this matter. They should congratulate themselves 
on not having sustained a loss which, even if paid in full, is 
apt to entail a cessation of business that may prove very 
costly. 

“Any insurance man will tell you that the complaint of 
high rates is general and unanimous. The merchant is a 
buyer by training and he endeavors to buy his insurance as 
cheap as possible. If he is wise, however, he will asknowledge 
what The Economist has told him on several occasions: that 
there is nothing so expensive as ‘cheap’ insurance. 

“Some merchants complain that the insurance companies 
are making too much money, and therefore ought to reduce 
rates. But what use have you, Mr. Merchant, for an insur- 
ance company which is not making money? Such a concern 
is not worth your attention, much less your payment. A com- 
pany must make money, and a great deal of it, in order to 
provide a surplus from which to pay its losses. 

“In a word, insurance is a good deal like putting money 
in a bank. The main thing is to know that it will be forth- 
coming when it is needed. 

“Suppose you were a depositor in an old-established bank, 
which for years has been making money in a conservative and 
profitable way. A new bank starts up next door. It shaves 
its rates on discounts, we will say, and, maybe, allows interest 
on balances, In spite of these inducements, is it not the part 
of wisdom to continue with the older institution, seeing that 
if hard times come your money will be safer than in the 
newer one? 

*“The same policy should be pursued in connection with 
insurance companies. It is wiser to pay the higher premium 
demanded by the old-established, sound company than to be 
led away by the lower rate offered by some new and untried 
concern. For you can never tell when an insurance company 
will be called upon to pay out enormous sums. 

“The Baltimore fire of February last furnished a case 
in point. Just previous to the fire a strong movement was set 
on foot by Baltimore merchants for lower rates of insurance. 
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Some of them, thinking they were overcharged, took out poli- 
cies in concerns with but limited resources. 

“But when the conflagration came which destroyed the 
greater part of the wholesale section of the city they found 
their mistake. The old-established companies met all their 
obligations, paying every dollar called for by the policies. 
One company alone paid out $1,000,000. The weak com- 
panies, however, were unable to make good, and those who 
thought themselves insured found that they had paid their 
premiums in vain. 

“The best proof that rates are not too high lies in the ill 
success which has frequently attended those who have em- 
barked in the business of fire insurance. New companies 
spring up like mushrooms, for it is an easy matter to embark 
in the insurance business. A few losses, however, ‘and such 
concerns are wiped out. 

“Mutual companies, too, have been formed by business 
men, but these efforts to save money on insurance have 
usually proved unsuccessful.” 

The Dry Goods Economist would, in our opinion, 
do the retail world an inestimable service if it would 
deal out a few specific instances of unsuccessful mu- 
tual companies among business men instead of dealing 
in vague and unreliable generalities. If, as it says, 
“mutual companies, too, have been formed by business 
men, but these efforts to save money on insurance 
have usually proved unsuccessful” and if it knows 
of mutual insurance companies composed of reliable 
and scattered business. men which have gone to the 
demnition bow-wows it would appear to us to be their 
duty to dissect said failures and point out the pitfalls 
in this form of insurance so that present organizations 
of that kind can avoid same. 

This article in this dry goods paper is evidently in- 
spired by the old line companies and is as strong a 
presentation of their case as they can make. 

A perusal of this article lays great stress on safety. 
Safety is the sine qua non of fire insurance. If you 
can’t get your money after you have had your fire your 
alleged insurance is not insurance, but there is no use 
in paying two or three prices for safety just to enrich 
the insurance companies or rather to allow them to cut 
rates in large cities where competition is fiercer at the 
expense of smaller cities. 

Why should not the insurance business be placed on 
a business basis? The disparity of rates in different 
towns and on different lines of business is in itself 
presumptive evidence that the old line companies do 
business on the basis of getting all the traffic will bear. 

It is incontrovertible that mutual insurance is from 
25 to 50 per cent cheaper than old line insurance for 
hardware men. 

So far, mutual hardware companies have proven 
as safe as old line companies. None of them have 
“welched.” None have been even embarrassed by the 
claims they have had to pay. 

We believe that 25 years from now every state hard- 
ware mutual at present in existence and the national as 
well will still be doing business. 

Of course, harping on the safety of mutuals, whether 
causeless or warranted, is. practically the only shot in 
the old line locker. But why are not the mutuals safe? 

In the first place they are not allowed to do business 
until the state insurance departments are satisfied as 
to their stability. 

Secondly, the hardware mutuals take no large risks 
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making themselves liable to a loss of $50,000 or $250,- 
000 from the burning of a single !arge building. 

Thirdly, the class of risks taken is. a thoroughly 
teliable one; only recognized hardware dealers being 
allowed to insure. It is a safe gamble that it will be 
many years before any of the hardware mutuals are 
‘victimized by an organized gang of fire bugs as the old 
dine companies are every few years or so. 

Fourthly, a feature which makes this insurance safe 
is the scattered nature of its risks. Madison, Wis., 
or Mankato, Minn., could be entirely wiped out by fire 
‘without inflicting any material loss which the Wiscon- 
sin or Minnesota Associations, respectively, could not 
easily weather. 

Fifthly, a reason why these mutuals.are safe is that 
the membership through the annual conventions have 
an opportunity to become thoroughly familiar with the 
personne! of the officers, and thus have an opportunity 
to judge of their fitness for their positions and to 
change them if dissatisfied, which is beyond the reach 
of the small insurer in the old line company; in fact, 
if a hardware dealer in Iowa should write to the New 
Hampshire Life Insurance Company stating that he 
thought their secretary was a reckless man, it would 
be looked upon as a mere impertinence. 








WHEAT Exports from the United States 
seem likely to reach, in the current year, 
their lowest point in the history of the ex- 
port trade for many years. Figures pre- 
pared by the Department of ‘Commerce and Labor, 
through its Bureau of Statistics, show exports during 
the nine months ending with September of less than 10 
million bushels, as against 55 millions in the cor- 
responding months of 1903, 96 millions in the cor- 
tesponding months of 1902, and 139 millions in the 
corresponding months of 1901. Thus the exportation 
of wheat in the nine months ending with September is 
but one-fifth that of the corresponding months of 1903, 
about one-tenth that of the corresponding months of 
1902, and but about one-fourteenth as much as that 
of the corresponding months of Igor. 

Even the flour exports are beginning to show the 
effect of the great shortage in the wheat supply avail- 
able for exportation, and for the nine months ending 
with September, 1904, they amounted to only 9 million 
barrels, speaking in round terms, against 1334 millions 
in the corresponding months of 1903, and over 14 mil- 
lions in the corresponding months of 1901. Flour ex- 
ports are less readily affected by a shortage of wheat 
than are those of wheat itself. During the past decade 
flour exports for the nine months’ period have but 
twice fallen below 10 million barrels, but in the nine 
months of the present year have amounted to but 9 
million barrels. Wheat exported during the decade 
thhad never fallen below about 50 million bushels for the 
nine months’ period, and ranged from that amount to 
about 140 million bushels for the period under consid- 
eration, but amounted, in the nine months ending with 
September, 1904, to only 9,762,722 bushels. 

In ordinary crop years about one-half of the wheat 
exported goes in the form of flour, but in years in 
which the exportations of wheat are light, a much larg- 


“Wheat 
‘Exports. 
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er proportion is turned into flour before being sent. 
The flour export statements of the Bureau_of Statistics 
are stated in barrels, and these are reduced to terms of 
wheat by reckoning one barrel of flour as the equivalent 
of 4% bushels of wheat. A comparison of the wheat 
and flour exports from 1894 to 1904 shows that in aver- 
age years the quantity of wheat exported in the form 
of flour does not differ greatly from the quantity ex- 
ported as flour when stated in terms of wheat. In heavy 
crop years the proportion of wheat exported in the form 
of flour is small; in light crop years the proportion 
of wheat exported in the form of flour is very large. 
In 1901, with an abnormally large wheat crop, the 
flour exports for the nine months represented about 84 
million bushels of wheat, while the exports of wheat 
in the natural state amounted to nearly 132 million 
bushels. 

During the first nine months of 1903, however, with 
a small surplus of wheat for exportation, 60 million 
bushels of wheat were exported in the form of flour 
and but 55 millions exported in the natural state. In 
the nine months ending with September, 1904, the 
quantity of wheat exported in the form of flour is 
over 40 million bushels, while during the same time 
but 10 million bushels have been exported in the nat- 
ural state. 








Urges Uni- CHARLES E. Meek of New York, at the 
formity of regular monthly banquet of the Chicago 
Exemption Credit Men’s association in Kinslev’s 
Laws. restaurant held Oct. 24th, declared that 
the National Association of Credit Men, of which he 
is secretary and treasurer, will direct its efforts to 
securing legislation which will make uniform the ex- 
emption laws in the various states. 

“The question of obtaining uniformity in the exemp- 
tion laws has for some time been the object of dis- 
cussion,” Secretary Meek said. “There cannot be 
found two states whose exemption laws can be said to 
have grown up in one pod. This lack of uniformity 
is due to the varying character of the inhabitants of 
the different states, the varying character of their 
needs and the variety of the occupations. 

“The exemption laws in.a majority of the states 
encourage matrimony and meet the question of race 
suicide. Many of the states guarantee large exemp- 
tions for large families. In fact, one state places a 
cash value per head on children, while others grant an 
all-around increase. 

“Consider the humorous sides of the exemptions 
laws. Alaska exempts six dogs; Vermont sets aside 
the ‘best wine’; Mississippi throws in twenty goats 
and all colts under 3 years of age. Probably due to 
the small percentage of their colored population, 
Washington and Montana are the only states to take 
up the chicken question, allowing in one case thirty- 
six fowls. Now let me pass to some of the real neces- 
sities of life. The best combination I have discovered 
is allowed by Oregon to each white male citizen. It 
is a revolving pistol, rifle, shotgun, burial lot and 
tombstone. Iowa allows shooting arms of any «e- 
scription and then to provide for the damage indis- 
criminate use of them brings about an acre of ground 
is allowed to bury the dead.

OIL STOVES MUST BE KEPT IN FIRST CLASS 
CONDITION. 





TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

The value of kerosene oil stoves as compared with 
gasolene stoves is largely a matter of opinion. The 
writer has had several years experience in the manu- 
facture of all kinds of oil stoves in connection with 
the Electric Oil Stove Co., formerly of Homer, Mich., 
and I know of a good many users of the so-called blue 
flames that are entirely satisfied and would not ex- 
change for any gasolene stove made, and then there 
are others who think the opposite. Personally we do 
not think there is a blue flame oil stove made on a dif- 
ferent principle from the perforated cylinder that has 
been a success, and further we do not think it possible 
to make such a burner that will in every day use give 
satisfaction unless a very high grade of kerosene is 
used, which is not generally the case. One thing is 
certain, the oil stoyes must be kept in first-class condi- 
tion, absolutely clits etc:) dari have more attention 
paid to it in operation than a good standard make 
generator or process gasolene stove, or it will not 
give satisfaction and will be very short lived, or if it 
continues to burn and do business the smell would 
drive you out of the house. In all our experience this 
was the greatest trouble and cause of complaint and 
is what must be overcome if the stove is to be a suc- 
cess. Not to be free from odor when the stove is new 
but after it has been in general use for several weeks. 
When they have accomplished this they will have a 
stove that can compete with the standard makes of 
gasolene stove, and not until then.

SCHILL STEEL RANGES, STEEL COOKS AND 
HEATERS. 





The Schill Bros. Co., Crestline, O., send us a cata- 
logue devoted to their line of Schill steel ranges, steel 
cooks and heaters. 

The grate in the Schill steel range is the regular 
duplex style, but differs from others in the manner in 
which it is supported in fire box, grate bars being sup- 
ported by cross bars at each end, and the grate frame 
has been dispensed with. 

The reservoir casing is cast iron, the front of which 
is covered with sheet steel, thus giving it the appear- 
ance of a steel front, besides saving labor in blacking. 
The right end of casing is handsomely ornamented, 
and bottom of casing has drip cup to take up and 
absorb all drippings from reservoir, and not allow 
same to run into bottom of range. 

The oven in the Schill steel range has two cast iron 
braces riveted diagonally across bottom to prevent bot- 
tom from buckling or warping and is made of 14 
gauge cold rolled sheets. It has a balanced oven door 
fitted carefully to cast frame and is ventilated. 

The body is made of one sheet of 18 gauge cold 
rolled sheets and is asbestos lined. The top is fas- 
tened to body of range by means of malleable lugs 
securely riveted to body. The smoke flue has cast 
shoe at bottom and has extra bottom riveted in same 
in addition to flue bottom to prevent scorching floor. 
It has front or pouch feed with draft door below 
same, which can be opened to light fire. 

The Schill steel cook has square ventilated oven, 
balanced oven door, extra iarge ash pan which is re- 
moved from the front, large hearth plate supported 
with brackets, screw draft in ash door, and drop draft 
door in front which can be opened to light fire, large 
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top pouch feed, duplex grate, interchangeable cover 
plates, and is asbestos lined. 

The Schill Oaks are made in five sizes regular and 
in five distinct styles. All these oaks have self-locking 
door latches and have screw drafts. They are mounted 
with No. 16 gauge, patent levered, cold rolled polished 
sheets.

BASE BURNERS SUPPLANT TAMALES. 








There appear to be fashions in stoves as in other 
lines, but the aforesaid fashions are governed more 
largely by industrial conditions than by caprice. It 
was not so many years ago that the public demand for 
stoves in the heating line, running largely to air tights, 
and several manufacturers, although they sneered more 
or less at the “tin cans” they were turning out, still 
at the same time they were forced to meet this demand 
of the trade. 

Times have changed, as from all sections of the 
country come reports of the increased demand for 
base burners and the slackening demand. for cheaper 
stoves. It is evident that the public are now in a posi- 
tion to buy a more expensive grade of heating stove 
than formerly. By expensive, we mean, of course, the 
primary cost, as a good base burner that costs several 
times as much as a tamale, should last much longer 
and prove most satisfactory as regards fuel, etc. The 
demand for base burners is particularly good in In- 
diana, where the stove dealers in the natural gas sec- 
tions find themselves in clover, owing to the fact that 
the supply of natural gas is gradually going out and 
that the end is a question of months rather than of 
years in a number of sections. The people naturally 
are supplying themselves with other and more reliable 
means of heating, and base burning stoves are coming 
in for quite a decided cail.

CATALOGUE HOUSE PROBLEM AS A MANU- 
FACTURER SEES IT. 





“J. S. A.,” a leading hardware manufacturer, writes: 
MANUFACTURER EXPECTED TO CARRY A CLUB. 

“Inasmuch as the catalogue house question has been 
thoroughly thrashed out in the columns of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN and the majority of the retailers are of the opinion 
that it is up to the manufacturer to act as policeman, and 
with a big club drive the catalogue houses out of business, 
and the jobbers have been playing to the galleries, and ap- 
pealing to the prejudices of the retailers, we thought an 
article on the line that we are enclosing would not be amiss, 
showing the retailer that it is absolutely up to him to check 
the success of the catalogue houses. It is certainly the re- 
tailer who is not up to date, that allowing the catalogue 
houses to get business under his nose, he is responsible for 
the present condition, and not the jobber and the manufac- 
turer. Both the jobber and manufacturer are willing to give 
the retailer all the co-operation and assistance that he de- 
sires, but the dealers many of them seem to think that the 
manufacturer should bring about changes that would permit 
them to sit in their stores, not advertise, or advertise any- 
thing, expect to get 100 per cent profit on old obsolete goods, 
the very people that the catalogue houses could drive out of 
business inside of a year, if they did not have the support 
and co-operation of the up to date merchants. 


RETAILER IS MAINLY RESPONSIBLE FOR PRESENT CONDITIONS. 

“We believe that you will quite agree with us that the 
retail dealer is more responsible for the present conditions 
than anyone else, that it is really up to him. We would not 
care to have it known that this article emanated from this 
office, as the retail dealers would feel that we were clubbing 
them and in‘'turn would club our goods. 

RETAILERS PRESENT METHODS CRITICISED. 

“In Revelation III, 19, we read: ‘As many as I love, 
I rebuke, and chasten, be zealous therefore and repent.’ 

“Because I love the retail dealer I feel it a duty to 
criticise his present methods. 


INACTIVITY OF RETAILER CAUSE OF CATALOGUE HOUSE SUCCESS. 

“The success of the catalogue houses has been made 
possible by the inactivity of the retail dealers. Many con- 
duct their business as their grandfathers did, and in every 
way are antiquated ‘hide bound’ so to speak, stores out of 
order, stocks mixed and out of proportion, no system, sell 
goods in any old way and on long time, with long profits 
and are mighty poor advertisers. How many times we see 
strictly seasonable goods advertised in the regular way and 
out of season, as well as the same general ‘ad’ run year in 
and year out without change. Such advertising is an abso- 
lute damage to the dealer. 

RETAILERS DON’T ADVERTISE. 

“The catalogue house writes ‘ads’ that draw trade, they 
are their only trade getters, and the retail hardware dealer 
who says he ‘can’t’ or is too lazy to furnish the printer copy, 
deserves to be driven out of business. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES ARE LEGITIMATE COMPETITORS. 

“The catalogue houses are here to stay, they cannot be 
legislated or driven out of business, and must be reckoned 
with as a legitimate competitor. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES SELL WHERE RETAILERS ARE ASLEEP. 

“Catalogue houses only sell between 5 per cent and 10 
per cent of all the hardware distributed in the United States, 
and this largely in the territory of the hardware dealer, who 


is asleep. The live, up to date merchants have little trouble 
with the catalogue house competition, and in the cities the 
catalogue house has practically no trade. 

DEALERS ARE POOR BUYERS. 

“The catalogue house has benefited more by some of 
the letters written by merchants (?) who state the catalogue 
house quotes such and such items at less than they can buy 
from the jobbers, Won't this be nice literature for the cata- 
logue house to some day send their customers, the consumers, 
and shame on the dealer, who will admit he is such a mighty 
poor buyer, and by the way every dealer congratulates him- 
self on his careful and close buying, and the salesmen all 
‘jolly him along’ and yet not one in twenty buy their goods 
as low or judiciously as they should and could. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES ARE DIMINISHING IN NUMBER. 

“The catalogue house’s percentage of doing business is 
much greater than the average retailer. Their catalogue and 
advertising bills alone run into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, but they are organized, do their business in a syste- 
matic manner, and on modern lines. Yet the catalogue 
houses are not increasing, but rather diminishing in number, 
a small one blossoms occasionally here and there to be nipped 
by the frost of competition, as competition and rivalry among 
themselves is most severe and bitter. 

DESIGNED TO CARRY FAVOR WITH RETAILERS. 

“T am surprised at the letters the jobbers have written 
and even Mr. Fernley’s ‘Digest,’ nearly all of which have 
been to curry favor with their customers, the retailers and 
‘Putting it all up to’ the manufacturers when they know bet- 
ter, but are afraid to ‘resolve’ at conventions or write for 
trade papers as they think, as several of the largest and best 
posted jobbers on this subject have stated to me person- 
ally. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES CAN RETALIATE. 

“Does the retailer realize the hardware department ts 
only one of 20 or more lines sold by catalogue houses, and 
if drastic measures are employed by the jobbers and re- 
tailers, they can make their hardware department so promi- 
nent and ‘hot’ that the retailer would find himself in greater 
trouble than he now is. . 

BOYCOTT WOULD DRIVE MANUFACTURERS TO CONSUMERS. 

“That a ‘boycott’ advocated by many would be the means 
of driving many manufacturers direct to the consumer, as 
some are now figuring on, believing it would be more profit- 
able, as the profits the jobbers and dealers demand could be 
oftie-quarter spent in advertising, one-quarter in better profits, 
and one-half in a lower price to consumers, thus increasing 
their output. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES CAN GET GOODS. 

That the catalogue house will illustrate and price well 
known standard goods, even if the manufacturers and job- 
bers refuse to sell them and that there are a hundred and 
one ways in which they can get the goods. 

QUANTITY BUYERS GET LOWER PRICES. 

“That quantity buyers (when posted) always have, and 
will for years to come, secure lower prices than the small 
buyer, except in isolated cases. 

A DELUSION AND A SNARE. 

“That co-operative buying is generally a delusion and a 
snare. 

EDUCATIONAL CAMPAIGN SHOULD BE STARTED. 

“To successfully combat the catalogue house is to or- 
ganize, join your state association, and start an educational 
campaign among the dead and sleeping, wake them up, gal- 
vanize life into dead ones and you will have the support and 
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co-operation of both manufacturer and jobber, for the jobber 
is a necessity and here to stay, the average retailer cannot 
gét along without him. And the retail hardware dealers, as 
a class, are the most intelligent in the world, but it is the 
few who lose to the catalogue houses this 5 per cent or Io 
per cent of the hardware sold, that need a shaking up, yet 
not one will say—‘I am most guilty.’ 
PEDDLER’S PROGRESS SHOWS RETAILERS REMISSNESS. 

“In THe AMERICAN ARTISAN and other papers 
merchants (?) have ‘wailed’ because of the steel range ped- 
dlers, and I have often wondered if they realized how ridicu- 
lous, yes foolish, they made themselves appear to an out- 
sider, to let these peddlers (strangers) sell their customers,

and do it in a straight forward business way, with rarely an 
exception, statements to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
get 35 per cent to 40 per cent more than the dealer asks for 
an equally good range. If they cut prices, it would be dif-

THE JOBBERS’ SIDE. 





A leading firm of hardware jobbers who handle private 
brands write: 
MANUFACTURERS’ WARRANTEES UNSATISFACTORY. 

“With reference to our opinion concerning the matter 
of private brands, while there is much to be said both from 
the standpoint of the manufacturer and also that of the job- 
ber, we will naturally consider that of the jobber mainly. 
Why have private brands sprung into existence? The manu- 
facturer has probably done some things and neglected or re- 
fused to do others to furnish one cause. Take for example, 
the warranty. Some manufacturers require that a tool, rep- 
resented by the retail dealer to be defective, be sent to the 
factory before credit allowance is made for it. The retail 
dealer may be one thousand miles from the factory and the 
expense of sending it in may be greater than the value of the 
tool, to say nothing of the transportation charges on the 
tool which the maker sometimes insists on returning to re- 
place the one found defective. 


MUCH ANNOYANCE IS CAUSED. 
“Im such a case as this the jobber is not justified in al- 
lowing credit until the matter has been passed upon by the 
maker. Sometimes the maker gives a close decision and 
will not allow credit. In the meantime the customer finds 
the delay and the consumer causing much annoyance, and 
finally where credit is not allowed either the jobber or the 
customer must make good the loss or there is ‘bad blood’ 
all around. 


JOBBERS AND RETAILERS LOSE ON FACTORY BRANDS. 
“Every jobber loses on factory brands in this manner, and 
many times his loss is shared by the retail dealer. This 
situation is not felt so much in territory near or comparative- 
ly near the factories—but this is a very large country. 


JOBBER ASSUMES SOLE RESPONSIBILITY FOR PRIVATE BRANDS. 
“On the other hand, should the tool in question have 
been sold under the jobber’s brand he should assume, and 
we think ordinarily does assume, sole responsibility for that 
tool as between himself and his customer. In many instances 
the jobber gives his travelers authority to pass upon these 
matters. In any event, adjustment may be made quickly, 
which is the main point with the retailer. 
GROTESQUE REPRESENTATIONS. 
“A certain class of manufacturers make much of their 
expenditure of effort and expense in. introducing, goods as,.an 
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sent his men into the country with posters, notified the trade 
in the local papers of the difference in price, etc. and Mr. 
Peddler sold only thrée ranges in his territory and moved 
on to the next town. The dealer who is awake knows: what 
is going on in his territory, what his competitors and the 
catalogue houses are doing all the time, but the dealer who 
is asleep, will wake up about the time the peddler has can- 
vassed all his trade and want him put off the earth, and if 
the catalogue house has not got all of his trade, let him wake 
uff’ to.this proposition and ‘saw wood.’ 
RETAILER SHOULD MODERNIZE PRICES AND METHODS. 

“Bear in mind unreasonable requests made of your job- 
ber, returning goods without an extremely good reason and 
first gaining permission to do so. Taking three and four 
months to pay your bills, or 2 per cent cash discount at the end 
of 30 or 60 days, does not place you in goud repute, though the 
jobber from policy may not tell you so, but it prejudices your 
chances of getting the extra 5 per cent, you should and could 
get when buying, and thus help meet the low prices, cata- 
logue houses use for ‘Leaders.’ But let the retailer modern- 
ize his prices and methods before demanding his competi- 
tors instant annihilation. ‘Why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, but considereth not the beam 
that is in thine own eye?’”

argument against private brands. There are many cases, 
however, where such representations are humorous—come 
near saying grotesque. We refer to those instances—many 
of them too—where manufacturers bring to the attention 
ofa host ‘of small jobbers something of merit, the small 
jobbers take it up and put it on the market and in doing so 
do a work that many a manufacturer could not accomplish 
for himself by any other method. 


JOBBERS CREATE BUSINESS. 


“We know many broad minded manufacturers who are 
glad to recognize the fact that the jobbers are from the very 
nature of their location and operations creators of business. 
If it is a fact that they do make a market for goods, does 
that market belong entirely to the producer of the goods 
marketed? Some manufacturers take the position that job- 
bers’ brands are not as good as if the label had their own 
name on them. We imagine that this is true sometimes: 
because jobbers and manufacturers are human.. Sometimes 
the manufacturers do not furnish what the contract calls for 
—sometimes the jobber is afraid they will not, but on account 
of price decides to take the chance. Nothing we take it, in 
which human nature or machinery is a factor can be per- 
fect. 

JOBBERS’ BRANDS ARE THOROUGHLY DEPENDABLE. 


“We believe that jobbers’ brands in a general way are 
thoroughly dependable and that statements to the contrary 
on the part of the manufacturers are a reflection upon them- 
selves. We believe that in many classes of goods it would 
cost the manufacturer more to intentionally make up inferior 
goods for the jobber than it would to let his product go 
through in the regular way until it reached the label de- 
partment. The maker does not ordinarily take the pains to 
decrease his profits through pique. 


JOBBERS IMPROVE GOODS. 


“Jobbers sometimes, have, through ability of their owznt, 
that of their salesmen or, that of their customers, been able 
to materially improve goods sold under their own brands 
over those sold under factory brands—ancient authority pro- 
tests against “muzzling the ox that treadeth out the corn.’ 

“It is a large subject, we have indicated some points 
which serve as our introduction.. Our opinion is that an 
honest jobber—and :it is our opinion also, that there are such 
-— who has goods to sell under his own brand, will protect 
that. brand and the customer to whom he sells them fully as 
well, if not better than the.man.who makes. the goods.” 














DO PRIVATE BRANDS GIVE VALUE RECEIVED? 





A leading firm of manufacturers write: 

ARE VERY DETRIMENTAL TO BES? INTERESTS OF TRADE. 

“On the subject of private or jobbers’ special brands, 
would say that as manufacturers, we are very naturally op- 
posed to same, and we consider such brands of goods very 
detrimental to the best interests of the hardware trade. 

MANUFACTURER'S PROFITS ON PRIVATE BRANDS ARE SMALL. 

“From a manufacturer’s standpoint, we think that it is 
absolutely a waste of time for him to manufacture goods for 
jobbers, under their brands, because he is getting nothing 
out of it whatever, except a small profit, and sometimes not 
even that, because in 99 cases out of 100 the jobber shops 
around from one manufacturer to another, and buys what he 
thinks will answer his purposes at the lowest possible price, 
and then sells it to the dealer at as nearly a high a price (if 
not fully so) as the dealer can purchase the manufactyrer’s 
regular high grade brands. The dealers and the consumers 
both sufter from this sort of thing. 

BEST PRIVATE BRANDS ARE ONLY SECOND RATE GOODS. 

“In our opinion, the greater majority of the intelligent, 
up-to-date dealers of this country are fast dropping on to this 
and other facts pertaining to these jobbers’ special brands, 
and will, from this time on, insist more and more upon the 
jobber selling them the factory’ brand goods, which shows 
the maker’s name, and on which they can depend as being 
fully up to the warranty of quality, workmanship, etc. We 
know that in our own line of business that the very best job- 
bers’ special brand goods on the market ‘is no better (if as 
good) as our second grade. 

JOBBERS MAKE LARGER MARGIN OF PROFIT. 

“Of course, the jobbers are interested in pushing their 
special brands, because they can make a larger margin of 
profit. ° The question then naturally arises, ‘Are they giving 
value received?’ Of course they. will claim that they are, 
but when the dealer stops to think that he can get better 
value in the manufacturer's brand for the same money or 
less, it will be very. strange if he continues to buy the job- 
bers’ brands, 

DEALERS ARE WORKED. 

“As to the margin of profit on manufacturers’ brands, 
we believe ‘that the ‘manufacturers recognize the true posi- 
tion of the jobber and that he is entitled to a legitimate 
profit as a distributor. He purchases the goods in quantities, 
carrying them in stock and selling them out in small lots to 
the dealer, and the dealer realizes this and has no objections 
to the jobber making the margin of profit to which he is en- 
titled on same. We do not, believe, however,, that the aver- 
age dealer wants to be ‘worked’ and therefore unless the 
jobber is carrying him for a line of credit, we have not any 
doubt but what he is independent enough to make up his 
mind for himself and handle the manufacturer’s brands if 
he wants to do so. 

MANUFACTURER'S BRANDS ARE BETTER FOR THE DEALER. 

“It is certainly much more satisfactory to a dealer to 
present to his customers the factory brand goods, as he 
knows where they are made and the claims that the manu- 
facturer makes as to quality, etc., instead of handling the 
jobber’s brands, as he can tell nothing about who the maker 
of the latter is, and whether the quality of the material in 
the article is good, bad, or indifferent. 

MANUFACTURER IS BEING FORCED TO GO TO DEALER DIRECT. 

“The position the jobbers are assuming in this matter 
is simply forcing the manufacturers to advertise their goods 
and to go after the retail dealer’s business direct, because 
there are very few, if any, manufacturers who will be satis- 
fied to sit down and fold their hands and allow Mr. Jobber’s 
private brands to supplant his own. 

PRIVATE BRANDS ARE NOT TO DEALER'S ADVANTAGE. 

“It is a great question and one that is subject to much 
argument, but we believe that when it is sifted down to the 
last analysis that the dealers will see that it is much more to 
their advantage, in the long run, to handle the manufacturer’s 
brands, rather than that ‘of the various and sundry jobbing 
houses.” ; 
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A VALUABLE 

Wm. T. Dust, Detroit, Mich., writes: 

“I consider the private brand scheme as detrimental for 
various teasons,—the jobber loses the advantage of the ad- 
vertising done by the manufacturer; the manufacturer will 
keep up the quality of his goods, if sold under his own brand; 
if made under a jobber’s private brand the maker is apt to 
cut the quality, especially if he is compelled to cut the price, , 
and the jobber will find that the trifle saved in the first cost 
will be lost to him on account of the increased effort and 
time necessary in selling the comparatively unknown private 
brand goods. 

“I am satisfied that making and selling first class goods. 
pays best in the long run. One does not have to create new 
trade all the time, which is expensive. It is the ‘come again’ 
orders that make for permanent success and profit. An in- 
stitution having a reputation for making and selling first 
quality goods only, has an asset worth a good many dol- 
lars.”

June 6th, 7th, 8th and goth, 1905. 

: From the report I hear of Virginia Hot Springs, I feel 
quite sure that our convention next year at this resort will 
prove not only a very large one, but also a very beneficial one. 
This will be the first time our association has met at this 
point and this of itself should prove all the more attractive 
to our members and our numerous friends who gather with 
us during our conventions. We present the report to you 
this early in order that you may have ample notice so that 
you may make no arrangement which will conflict with a 
representative of your house at the convention next year. 
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We are therefore going to depend upon your presence at 
Virginia Hot Springs next year and hope that you will bring 
your ladies along. If half of what is said of Virginia Hot 
Springs is true, you can rest assured of a very pleasant stay 
and the presence of the ladies will add greatly to our enjoy- 
ment. 

Arrangements for the convention will be perfected as 
rapidly as possible, details of which will be announced from 
time to time. 

The committee report referred to by President 
Crumley was that submitted by Messrs. C. W. Asbury, 
Henry B. Lupton, Fayette R. Plumb, F. A. Heitmann, 
John Donnan and F. B. Dunlop, as follows: 

Your committee appointed at the Atlanta convention of 
the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association to select dates 
and place for the fifteenth annual convention of the Southern 
Hardware Jobbers’ Association, in connection with the semi- 
annual convention of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association, beg to report as follows: 

At several conferences during the Atlanta convention, a 
number of places were suggested for your committee's con- 
sideration, but it did not seem that the best interests of both 
associations would be conserved by deciding upon any of the 
points proposed, and it was the unanimous opinion of the 
committee that further time should be taken to consider this 
question. . Therefore nothing definite was done at that time 
in the way of selecting a convention seat. 

Since the Atlanta meeting your committee has been in 
correspondence with parties in Savannah, Lookout Mountain, 
Asheville, Old Point Comfort, Wrightsville, N. C., Virginia 
Hot Springs and Atlantic City. The proposition submitted by 
Virginia Hot Springs presented greater advantages, at least 
indications pointed to that place being perhaps the best place 
that could be selected, and a sub-committee consisting of 
Messrs. C. W. Asbury, F. D. Mitchell and C. B. Carter was 
appointed to visit Hot Springs and more fully investigate the 
advantages of that point for our convention.

The radiator and combustion chamber is made of 
two heavy cast iron plates connected with sheet steel 
drums and rods, making an altogether gas and smoke- 
tight fit, and having a diaphragm to force the smoke 
throughout the entire surface of the radiator. It is 
practically self-cleaning. The accumulating soot wil 
fall into the fire chamber of its own accord. 

The smoke collar is fastened to the radiator with 
hoth an inside and outside collar, and extends outside 
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the casing line, so that in slipping the smoke pipe onto 
the collar, the joint is outside the casing.

A dust damper is provided for, so in shaking and 
dumping grate, the dust in the ash pit is drawn up into 
the fire chamber.

First point off the elbow into any number of parts, 
as I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and from these points lines are 
drawn to the miter line A B, and from round end to C 
D, and at the intersection of these lines on A B and C 
D and at right angles to miter lines drawn lines as 
shown I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7; this middle piece is dupli- 
cated in the two other drawings from which triangles 
are produced, in which I have tried to avoid confusion 
of lines. At right angles to line A B of first set of 
triangles draw line B 2; that is if the line 2 in oval and 
round part was bent at right angles it would extend as 
far as the dotted line 2; draw the dotted line 2 from 
the points thus found and the second triangle is found. 
It can be seen that line 1 is the first triangle; repeat 
this with each one as is shown in first set of triangles. 
In the second set draw a line from a to 8 and from 
b c; repeat this on each point and at right angles to 
these lines draw lines to extend as far as line 8, which 
would be as long as from gto A. The next is as long 
as from 10 to B and from gto C. This gives the cross- 
sections from one step to the other in the pattern. In 
any convenient place draw the line A B or No. 1, 
which is the same line 1, Fig. 1. With B as a center 
and line 8 as radius mark the are which is the same 
distance as used in spacing small end of Fig. 2, which 
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gives the point C of pattern; with C as center and 
with radius equal to line 2, Fig. 2, mark are D, then 
with radius equal to the same as was used in spacing 
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off oval end mark the arc intersecting D, which gives 
another center; continue this and one-half of pattern 
will be the result.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Producers in the iron and steel trades have now ob- 
tained a firm hold on the local market. In spite of ad- 
vanced prices and a very strong demand, furnacemen 
are evidently hoarding their supply with the belief that 
it will be possible to get a great deal more for their 
product at a future date. 

Pig iron prices have been advanced on all grades 
from 40c to $1 per ton. Southern producers are hold- 
ing their product very strongly at $12, Birmingham. 
Deliveries for 1905 are being contracted for at the 
rate of $13. Northern furnaces have likewise raised 
their schedule to the basis of $15 and $15.50; the latter 
quotation being asked for early 1905 deliveries. Sev- 
eral northern interests are asking $16 for deliveries ex- 
tending six months into the future. 

The sharp advance is the direct result of a concerted 
action of the part of southern producers. Two or 
three weeks ago the leading interests held a secret 
meeting. It was decided not to advance prevailing 
rates 50c or $1 per ton as ordinarily, but to withdraw 
from the market entirely, until buyers could be forced 
into paying fancy prices. Not a pound of iron was to 
be had at any price. Buyers first took the situation 
humorously, then commenced to raise bids and finally 
brought prices to their present level. Southern pro- 
ducers are now selling in heavy lots, many deals for 
500 tons up to 1,500, having been closed. Northern 
irons sold very heavily while the southern product was 
being held in abeyance, but when it was evident that 
the southern interests had gained their point northern 
irons were advanced likewise. A prominent furnace- 
man asserts that Alabama can produce from 1,500 to 
2,000 tons more iron daily than is being manufactured 
at present. 

While the southern interests were at work forcing 
up prices, another element was busy with pig iron quo- 
tations. Dealers in scrap all over the country have 
been bidding up prices on old rails, etc., for the last 
four months. .When the prices for old material had 
almost reached pig iron prices, a crash was universally 
expected. The crash did not, however, occur. Deal- 
ers in scrap calmly held on to their stores, and when 
the recent advance was made in pig iron, they ad- 
vanced their own prices from $1.50 to $2. 

The pig iron production of the United States Steel 
Corporation for the month of October approximates 
600,000 tons. This compares with a monthly average 
of 606,603 tons throughout 1903 and of 664,627 tons 
average monthly production in 1902. In October, 
1903, the Steel Corporation produced about 400,000 
tons of pig*iron, or 200,000 tons less than the produc- 
tion this month. Last year its total pig iron produc- 
tion was 7,279,241 tons, as against 7,975,530 tons in 
1902, while this year the total production will fall be- 
low that of 1903. In the first quarter of 1904 the cor- 
poration held down its pig iron production, but for the 
last six months it has been steadily advancing. In 
December it will again be cut down unless rush orders 
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come in faster than anticipated. The rolled and fin- 
ished products of the corporation last year aggregated 
7,635,090 tons and for 1902 they were 8,197,232 tons 
This year an estimate of 7,000,000 tons in round num- 
bers is made. 


RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

The Burlington has placed an order with a large 
producer for steel material said to aggregate several 
millions of dollars in value. The order is for steel 
rails and bridge material, and it is believed the rail 
orders will cover requirements on all contemplated new 
lines. The contract is said to be the largest of its kind 
in several years. The price on the contract has not 
become public, as every effort has been made to keep 
it a secret. 

Business in light rails is rather brisk, but there is a 
general apathy pending the result of the national elec- 
tion and the meeting of the rail pool. We quote prices 
unchanged as follows: Heavy sections, 500 tons and 
over, $28; less than 500 tons to carload lots, $30; less 
than carload lots, $32; second quality rails, $27; light 
rails, $22 to $24; track supplies, f. o. b. Joliet mill, an- 
gle bars, 1.30c; spikes, first quality, 1.60c; track bolts, 
34x, with square nuts, 2.20c to 2.30c per 100 Ibs. ; 
with hexagon nuts, 2.35c to 2.45c. 

OLD MATERIAL. 

Prices have been advanced from 75c¢ to $1.50.a ton, 
though it is extremely hazardous to venture definite 
quotations on any of the products. Whether the scrap 
iron market will hold its own and whether the boom, 
which, it is expected, will follow the Presidential elec- 
tion, will materialize in sufficient proportions to keep 
prices at their present, abnormally high level, is the all- 





absorbing topic. 

It seems that present trade conditions hardly warrant 
the extremely high schedule at which scrap is being 
quoted. Consumers are holding back as far as possible, 
awaiting a downward turn in prices. We quote as 
follows, per gross ton:

Demand is very active, all sections of the country 
being desirous of filling up at the present low rates. 
There is some talk of an advance, but it is doubtful 
whether such action will be taken before December 
1. The Presidential election is awaited with much 
interest, and on the magnitude of the boom in trade, 











































































expected to follow the election, will depend the ques- 
tion of price advance. At the same time, it is to be 
_ noted that the largest producer is extremely conser- 
vative in the matter of price changes, and that it will 
take care not to place rates at such a level as to ad- 
mit of price shading on the part of independents. 
Jobbers quote as follows: Small lots, $1.95; carloads, 
$1.90; cement coated, $1.80. 
CUT NAILS. 

It seems that no change in existing prices was 
made by the Cut Nail Assotiation at the meeting 
held over a week ago. A fair amount of business is 
being booked and little if any shading of prices is in- 
dulged in. A rebate of 5 cents is given to the largest 
consumers. 





BARB WIRE. 

The South and West continue to send in orders of 
voluminous proportions. Shipments are limited to 30 
days at prevailing prices. Prices are firm except in 
some sections where competition is being forced out. 
Jobbers quote.as follows, painted wire, per 100 lbs., 
carlots, $2.05; less than carlots, $2.10. Galvanized 
Wire, per 100 Ibs., earlots, $2.35; less than carlots, 
$2.40.

Manufacturers: are more or less in a state of panic. 
They have declined to buy at lower quotations be- 
cause they could not advance the market for the fin- 
ished goods and are now fearful that, with,a continua- 
tion of the large exports, they can not get copper a 
few months hence at a reasonable price. They are not 
now so much in immediate need of copper as they 
are of a future supply to calm their fears. The ef- 
fort has been made to promote sales by raising prices, 
the idea apparently being to imbue consumers with 
the belief that prices are going up, and, that by delay- 
ing purchases, prices still higher than those now quct- 
ed will have to be paid. The heavy exports of the 
metal have not created any scarcity of copper in this 
country, but has prevented anything like a burden- 
some accumulation. Consumers will understand, how- 
ever, that a considerable part of the copper exported 
has not represented actual sales, but was sent out of 
the country to avert pressure on the domestic market. 
A natural falling off in outdoor.construction work in 
which copper is largely used is now to be looked for, 
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including the building of trolley roads and telegraph 
and telephone lines.

The syndicate that is responsible for the manipula- 
tion of pig tin has shown that it has the situation un- 
der perfect control. It is a foreign syndicate, but 
there is not a market in the world that is not influenc- 
ed by it. Its operations are more largely in London 
and Singapore than elsewhere. It is supposed at this 
time to be engaged in selling tin, but it is observed 
that when the price weakens materially offerings of 
tin are not made and the price promptly stiffens. Most 
of the tin that is now on passage to New York is said 
to have already been sold. ‘This tin is supposed to 
have belonged to the syndicate.
